the Frisco right-of-way, caus­ 
ing a loss of approximately $40.- 
000,

per cent of which 
was 
covered by insurance. 
The 
fire alarm 
was turned 
in 
at 6:4 5 p. rn. by S. H. Wax. a 
night watch at the ice plant who 
saw 
smoke 
issuing 
from 
under 
the eaves of the produce house. 
When the fire department reached 
the scene a few minutes later the 
fire was breaking out under the 
eaves at the front and appeared 
to be burning all over the inside. 
The nearest plug was tapped but 
the water pressure was not strong 
enough to force a stream through 
the 
hose, 
and 
on 
account 
of

bad muddy street it was 20 min­ 
utest before the fire engine could 
be got in position and a connec­ 
tion made. 
By the time the first 
water came through the hose the 
flames wer° leaping high and the

was 
falling 
in.

ly 4 5 minutes before it could be
